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1 .Claims 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the claims, it has not been clearly set forth how the lock ring actually functions to lock 
the mold top and bottom halves together. Apparently, applicant merely places the lock 
ring around the mold segments and it is unclear how a mere placement therearound 
would actually lock the mold segments together. Clarification is required as to how the 
lock ring actually locks the segments together. In claims 19 and 21 , the recitation " said 
(a) lock ring being selectively connected (connectable) to said first lock rod at said quick 
connect coupling" is indefinite in that it is unclear how the lock ring is connected— ie, the 
meaning of "selectively" should be clarified as to how the lock ring is actually connected. 
See claim 19, lines 9-10 and claim 21 , lines 5-6. Also, the nexus between the lock 
frame, first lock motor and first lock rod has not been fully set forth in apparatus claim 
19. Ie, it is not clear how these components cooperate to allow the lock ring to be 
employed. A recitation such as that at lines 10-1 1 of claim 21 needs to be inserted into 
claim 19 to establish what is occurring. Also, claim 21 should be amended to recite that 
the lock cylinder is what is lowering the lock frame. Claim 21 , lines 12-14 require 
amendment concerning the recitation " lifting said locking mechanism away from the 
mold, coupling, and, lifting said locking mechanism away from the mold", such not 
making any sense. Also, claim 21 calls for a method "for locking" and the last line of the 
claim recites lifting the locking mechanism away from the mold. It is not clear how lifting 
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away a locking mechanism constitutes a locking of the mold. Claims 20 and 22, the 
dependencies need to be corrected.
